If 
it be true that common honesty has declined, and 
genuine devotion decreased with the spread of 
liberal ideas, we need more radical and thorough 
work. Jf our ideas de not meet the daily experi- 
ence of common men and women, and stimulate 
to good works, and restrain in the hour of temp- 
tation, th@h “they are radically wrong. If our 
Cod is not manifest in the market aud the street, 
as well asin the church, he is not the true God. 
Thus far the results have not been wholly satis- 
factory; While men have spoken of their allegiance 
to churchés and creeds, they have failed to gain a 
living faith and hope. Having sold all that they 
had, they have failed to buy the one pearl of 
great price. 

There is a great deal of illiberality among lib- 
erals. Men talk. of liberality and deny justice to 
a brother Man of account of his color, or trample 
down the woman who only asks a fair chance to 
work out, her own salvation. 

A genuine radicalism must do more than mere- 
ly to demolish other people’s houses. Work which 
is purely destructive is injurious; thus fir otir 
work has been largely destructive. It is not pro- 
gTess, only eh an tone for progress. If it ends 
here ffs posttively injurious. 

The religious world isin a transition state. 
We are jyst beginning to realize the Christian 
idea of a God whio has created of one blood all 
the nations of met. We begin to realize the 
democracy of Christianity. We enter on a new 
era of eplightcned Christian work. The true 
work of the radical must be the building-up of a 
firm faith in the one living and true God. God 
must mingle in the aflairs of daily life. It is this 
faith whit has’ been the fein power in all 
noble souls. ' Fatth has been at all times the mov- 
ing power df the world.

Who will guarantee that any Southern 
State will keep it there,even if it does put it 
there? Already the Southern press tells its read- 
ers that, once inside Congress, they can ehange 
their Constitutions. .We,have had, in Kansas 
ample .experience of Southern recklessness in 
cheating as to laws and constitutions. There fs 
amendment to the Federal 
Constitution securing negro suffrage. We are 
glad to see that Henderson, of Missour, has al- 
ready moved in this direction. Missouri Senators 
have a bright record in this war. No two men 
have done better service in the United States 
Senate than, Brown and Henderson of Missouri. 
We sometimes regard Mr. Sumner asa standard 
of weight and measure in judging other Senators. 
If 86, no two Senators have so uni‘ormly codper- 
ated with him in all radical measures. The 
United. States, Senate Jost its Tocqueville when 
Gratz Brown declined a reélection. 

We ought to rally the radical element of the 
country on this vital point: the absolute necessity 
of a Constitutional Amendment, securing the 
political rights of. the; negro, before we consider 
the formal part of reconstruction finished. It is 
to be remembered that, after all, even that is only 
form. As’ Mr. Stephen*Foster said recently, “Ht 
is only giving the slave his title-deed, not-his 
hoyse.” Essential reconstruction includes the 
planting and protecting, till they are grown, of 
all those seeds which result in Republican gov- 
ernments. 

For myself I would never consent to put up 
between those States aud the Federal power the 
barrier of State Rights (which war has destroyed) 
until another Constitutional Amendment is rati- 
fied—namely, one making it the duty of the Fed- 
eral government to.establish and maintain in any. 
State which does not possess one,.a system of 
common and equal schools, at the expense of such 
State. It is absurd for intelligence to share sov- 
ereignty with inaccessible ignorance. When 
great questions come before the American people, 
like those of war, slavery, a tariff, etc., ete., on 
whut do we depend for a wise decision! On 
public discussion, specially through the press. 
Now, here. are, have been, and, if Southern leaders 
can have their way, there always will be, hundreds 
of thousands of Southern people who cannot read. 
To them the press—the mind—of the nation has 
no access. It was this inaccessible ignorance that 
made rebellion pussible. The leaders drove the 
masses like a herd. It would be the grossest 
folly to imagine any such thing possible in a 
Northern State. Here men lead men; there 
knaves cheat fools. And this is just what, in tu- 
ture, the same knaves will attempt. Shall the 
seaboard—to which the question is one of lite or 
death—allow the ignorance of Alabama or Ar- 
kansas, led by rebel knaves, to have hereafter the 
same weight as the intelligence of Ohio and 
Michigan in deciding whether war shall rav- 
age our coasts? Absurd. JP reserive education, 
then—not as an individual condition of voting, 
but as a State characteristic 

The second detect of this military law, perhaps 
inevitable, is that it leaves its execution to the 
President. Grant might as well have issued or- 
ders in January, 1865, for Lee to execute. That 
would have been folly, because Lee was not then 
conquered. ‘The President is not yet conquered, 
has not yet surrendered. 

We suppose the plan of adjourning Congress 
awhile is to give those blind folks who fancy he 
will execute this law a chance to féel that he will 
not—then we trust Congress will reissemble 
to perform a lustration, and cleanse the White 
House from its long disgrace. In justice to Re- 
publican government, which he makes contempt- 
ible; im justice to the American nation, which he 
disgraces; in justice to Southern Unionists, whose 
blood is on his garments; in justice to the negro, 
surrendered defenceless into the hands of his ene- 
mies and murdered every hour, we demand 
Jolusou’s removal. Davis’s escape trom all pun- 
ishment, with Andersonvilie and Libby Prison 
behind him, will always make American justice 
a hissing and a byword. But if Johnson pass on, 
with no mark of Cain set on his brow, mankind 
will regard us asa nation of peddlers and trick- 
sters, destitute both: of self-respect and a moral 
sense.—Anti-Slavery Standard.

The first session of the fortieth Congress closed 
at noon on Saturday last, terminating a brief but 
not unprofitable term. Perhaps its best feature 
was that which provided that the President should 
not have unlimited sway from April to December, 
this being determined by a provision for reiissem- 
bling on the first Wednesday in July. That there 
will then be occasion for reiissembling we cannot 
doubt; nor will any who remember the career 
of the executive for the past two years. He is 
unworthy of contidence, says Congress; and that 
tells the whole story.. In addition to this, the ac- 
tion of Congress has been firm and sensible. It 
has made the reconstruction bill a practical meas-

their interests; yet an old-sehool abolitionist goes 
from Massachusetts, exposes the shams of the 

Connecticut leaders, and carries hundreds. of 
these workingmen over into the fold of the De- 

mocracy. This man had lost all faith in the sin- 

cerity of the Republican managers. Does any 
one believe he would have had such success 
among the workingmen of his own State? 

We sincerely regret that so noble-hearted and 
gallant a man as Gov. Hawley should be de- 
feated, and that but one of the four Congressmen 
should increase the Republican majority in the 
House; but the result, mortifying though it may 
be to the rest of the country, may be salutary. 
Defeat is the occasion to repair mistakes. The 
Republican party cannot hold power in this coun- 
try unless it goes forward. If it has not courage 
and principle, it will inevitably fail. The mass 
of the people want something more creditable than 
a scramble for the spoils to stir their energies and 
win their support. If the Republican party will 
not give this, it will be beaten in State after State, 
and the popular judgment will be,—With tran- 
scendent opportunity for greatness, it had no 
conception of duty, and it died, as it should, 

If not too much nettled by their disaster, just 
now, to our political frieuds in Connecticut we 
offer the following practical advice: Begin now 
the next campaign by circulating documents 
to every voter; organize thoroughly, with a 
record of one or more reliable men in every 
town; send speakers next fall. and winter into 
every district, pressing into the service every 
+}man who can talk; make it a fundamental condi- 
tion that every speech made and document circu- 
lated shall be up to the highest water-mark of the 
Republicanism of the country.

Whether or not the treaty which Messrs. John- 
Son and Seward have been negotiating of late with 
Russia for the sale of its American possessions, 
and which was made known to the Senate on 
Saturday afternoon last, is designed as a new cle- 
ment in our political discussions can only be 
learned by subsequent developments. Certain it 
is that the project could not have been broached 
at any other time than during the last six years 
without exciting the deepest interest throughout 
the country. With the old order of things per- 
taining to slavery, the whole South would stren- 
uously resist annexation, as did we the acquisi- 
tion of ‘Texas, and, in all probability, with a 
more successful result than fell to our lot in that 
contest. We should have vehement disquisitions, 
on the one hand or the other, of the danger of 
augmented territory, or of the necessity of pro- 
tection from encroaching neighbors, with pleasant 
allusions to “‘the extension of the area of free- 
dom.” But now the proiect, involving import- 
ant material and national interests, is most mildly 
received and discussed. With homogeneity of in- 
stitutions there is no fear of enlargement in any 
direction, and the old ery of proper balances of 
Northern and Southern States has wholly died 
out. 

The project, as we look at it, has both favora- 
ble and unfavorable aspects. Of the latter are, 
first, the cost—seven and a quarter millions in 
gold, which in itself isa large sum. Then the 
situation of the nation at this time is not such as 
to make further acquisitions of territory just now 
expedient. We have cnough to do to reduce to 
harmony the populations with whom we have al- 
ready to deal. ‘The rebel States are to be recon-

The first of the jewelled uniforms was made for 
this pageant.

The Rabbi once told his scholar that Jesus of 
Nazareth also had been instructed in the Cabala 
by the sect of the Essenes. The Rabbi did not 
suspect how much he was admitting. 

Baruch had often been irresistibly attracted to a 
black-bound book in the library of his teacher Ni- 

-gritius; but an inward awe restrained him. And 
now arose again the question, Why in the free 
fields.ot knowledge should a tree stand full of 
splenlid nourishing fruits which thou art not to 
touch? Who has a right, if the fruits are not 
poisonous, tu eay thou mayst take them, and thou 
not! Hidden from every eye Baruch ventured to 
open the book. 

He read the New Testament. 

Yet the hands that held the book trembled. It 
was the power of custom to which such an act 
seemed heresy. And yet he did not pause. A 
quiet power arose in him. He found no new ex- 
planatons of the Cabala, but something different, 
unex . He now read anew Bibie, and not 
like a child, following the finger of his teacher, 
but for the first time, and with a free eye and un- 
fettered independent spirit. That led him back 
to the authorship of what had formerly been to 
him the only holy scripture. Must not this also 
be regarded as an object of free criticism! Is it 
not possible to comprehend anew, and in its sim- 
ple substance, that which we are accustomed to, 
and which we have regarded with limited views! 

The par- 
ables, also, with their frequent Talmudic learning, 
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to the place of execution. There was a boulder on 
which to place his head, while a savage, painted 
in the most hideous manner, was swinging a 
stuffed club and uttering diabolical cries, impa- 
tient to mash him.
